toll, after 25 years of distinguished service.

On. the conscientious objector, the report

"The only specific act' officially alleged in 


support of this grave' charge was_the writ- 
ing of :a letter to certain congressman urg- 
ing them to give their support to ab ill, then 
pending, providing that the armies-destined 
for service abroad should be composed ex- 
clusively of voluntsers, unless the consent 
of the majority of the people.-to the con- 
trary should bt clearly ascertained. 


"It is evident that dismissal upon such 


ground involves a disregard of all the es- 
sential distinctions upon which the present 
report has insisted." It was not asserted 
that the teacher' dismissed had been con- 
victed of violation of any law of the United 
States; or that he had, in fact,' violated any 
such law; or that he had engaged in prop- 
aganda designed to incite others to resist or 
evade .any law in force, or to refuse their 
voluntary assistance to the government; or 
indeed, that he had engaged in public prop- 
aganda of any sort. All that was alleged 
was that he had exercised the right to pe- 
tition with reference to a question before 
congre'ss upon which no final action had been 
taken." 


The Wheat Crop and Farm Labor 


By Hon. J. Al. Baer, Representative from North 


Dakota. 


(From Review of Reviews.) 


Realizing'the extent of our needs and those 


of our Allies, the Department of Agriculture 
has been energetically pushing a campaign to 
stimulate the farmers of the United States to 
produce a million bushels of wheat this year. 
This means that it will be necessary for our 
farmers to raise nearly 350,000,000 more bushels; 
than in 1917, when the winter and spring crops 
totaled. 65(f,828,000 bushels. Winter wheat be- 
ing already sown, the increase will have to' be 
made up chiefly in spring1 wheat. 


The forecast of the Department of Agricul- 


ture for this year is 540,000,000 bushels of win- 
ter wheat. To produce a billion bushels 
.of 


wheat in 1918 will thus 
require 460,000,000 


bushels- of spring wheat. 
Such a prospective 


.production is unprecedented—it will mean prac- 
tically doubling the 191^ acreage, -which was 
18,511,000 .acres. 


Our normal consumption of wheat for all 


purposes in the Unitxd States amounts to about 
590,000,000 bushels. 
Therefore, we needed for 


home use almo»t the-whole of what was produc- 
ed in 1917. 
The-reason that we were able to 


export 189,000,000 bushels in 1916-1917 'was be- 
cause we had a carry over of 179,000,000 bushe'.s 
"from the 1915-record crop,'which was more, thai 
a billion bushels. This, crop year. (1917-1918) 
w«/Tiave,,had a carry-over of only 51,0(10,000

cessity of stimulating the production of wheat 
and other cereals to its greatest possible point, 
and'.of immediately encouraging farmers, in ev- 


• er., practical way, ,to attain this much-needed 
result.

The farmers of this country have patriotically 


striven to increase'production; but unfavorable 


weather, shortage of farm help, and other aJ- 
verse conditions have been marked, particular- 
ly in the Southwest 
and 
Northwest. Many 


farmers are in bad shape financially, also, bj- 
cause of failure of two successive crops. 


Over half a million men have been drawn by 


the first draft from our farms. 
Even moro 


critical is the fact that two million mechanics 
and farm laborers have been induced by war 
ir.Qustries to leave the .farms and go to the 
cities. This is dangerous in view of the fajt 
that the world faces a food famine. Foodstuffs, 
in this crisis, stand supreme among -the re- 
quirements of our Allies and ourselves. 


America has vast resources of man-power. 


The problem is to utilize this great force where 
it is most needed. The farm labor problem 
is .not different from that of .any other war ir- 
dustry. It is impossible to recruit an army of 
two million, men -without causing 'a shortage • of 
labor. We must, 'however, scientifically differ- 
entiate between essential 
and 'non-essential 


• workers. .If any draft distinction is to T>e made, 


it shall be hetween those meiTin activities es- 
sential to the production, of ships, ammuni- 
tion, food,- and other necessary 
things, 
and 


those who are employed in non-essential trades. 


It is a widespread'but false impression that 


farai-workers are not experts. The boy

haifalways worked on the. farm, is a better farm 
worker than a boy from the.'city:. .The'sarci; 
thing applies to any other industry. •

This food shortage -will'compel all,American 


citizens to take a deeper' interest in the agri-
